ANOTHER RAILROAD REFORM.

Another striking illustration of good
results that would follow co-operation
between government authorities and
transportation companies is furnished
by the practieal perfection of a unl-
form bill of lading for use on all the
rallroads of the country. The form of
the bill has been prepared by the In-
terstate Commerce commission, alded
by representatives of the shippers and
of the trafflc departments of several
leading railways of the country, and
a date has been fixed In the early
autumn for considering objections io
the form. Unless objections, it any
are filed, are of the convincing kind,
the form will be adopted and the uni-
form blll of lading will be prescribed
for all rallroad companles, removing
one of the most prolific sources of
complalnt, trouble and litigation be-
tween transportation companles and
thelr pairons

The slgnificant feature of the new
proposition is that it promises to give
to the shippers and the bankers of
the country a concession they have
been vainly seeking for years. There
has long been an earnest demand for
a blll of lading that could be used as
security for bank loapns and Dbllls
gnlore looking to that end have been
introduced in congress, only to die In
the committee rooms, killed by the
objections of rallroad companies.
What congress failed to wsccomplish
the transportation companles and their
patrons now promise to do by mutual
agresment under pressure of the In-
terstate Commerce commlission. The
new bill of lading covers the guestion
of deliveries of goods and the negotia-
bility of the bills of lading, and, at
the same time, accepts the principle
of responsibility of carriers, go far as
property shipped Is carried on their
own lines. Certain conditlons, printed
on the backs of the uniform Dbills,
form & part of the contract and are
designed to proteot fully the Interests
of the ghipper and leayve little room
for dispute or litigatlon where goods
are lost, damaged or destroyed In
traneit,

The new measure, while not wholly
satisfactory, has met the approval of
a rommittee of the American Bank-
ors’ association, representatives of the
leading rallways, representatives of
the shippers and the officials of the
Interstate Commerce commission, The
mere promige that such a measure as
{s proposed will be generally accepted
{5 an Indication of a change for the
better in the relations between trans-
portation companies, shippers and the
bankers, the three alements that have
leading roles in the industrial drama
of the nation.

NO MISFITS.

It 18 the proud privilege of every
American citizen to aspire to public
office and it Is the purposs and intent
of the primary election law to vest the
voters with the exclusive determina-
tion ns to which shall be favored.
There Is no law to prevent & hod car-
rier from submitting his name for
nomination to the offiee of county
treasurer nor to prevent & man who
naver paid & hupdred dollars' worth
of taxes In hia e from asking to be
commissioned by the people to assess
millions of dollars of real and personal
property for taxation.

An [ll-defined but none the less cer-
tain rule prevalls, howaver, imposed
by mere practice and oustom, that
candidates for office should have at
least measurable gualificatlons to per-
form the duties of the position which
they seek. Iu other words, while the
doors are wide open for anybody and
everybody to bave hiz name printed
on the officinl primary ballot for al-
most any office from top to bottom,
the voters may ba confidently relled
on to draw the line at misfits,

General Horace Porter, head of the

General Porter's awakening ad-
of o modifisd form of the Drago doc-
trine, The Drago doctrine i8 a brief,

Ing the use of force in the collection
of international debta, General Por-
ter, evidently with the sanction of
the authoritiea at Washington, pro-
posed an amendment supporting the
Drago doctrine only in the case of
“contractual" obligations,

The Interesting part of General Por-
ter's argument was hls plaln talk

about the experienge of natlons In
the past In collecting debte on the
vordict of a jury of 12-Inch guns. He

ghowed that BEuropesn natlons had
blockaded Sonth Amerlean and Cen-
tral Amerlcan porte and collected
clalms padded several thousand per
cent, In order to cover tha collection
charges. This he denounces as but a
form of international blackmall, more
contemptible than Indlvidual black-
mall. He contended that a blockade
or any form of duress to collect a bill
from a debtor natlon was as obnoxious
#8 imprisonment of hn individual for
debt, now recognized generally as a
relle of barbarism.

While the United States offers no
objection to the use of force to colloct
debts in those cases In which In-
demnity could be rightfully or plausi-
Lly demanded, as for an internationkl
injury or an international insult,
it will not uege the Monroe doc-
trine to protect South or Central
American rulers, like Castro of
Venezuela, for instance, who make
awards and promises apparently for
the sole purpose of defrauding Inter-
national customers, The United States
refuses to extend Immunity to a pro-
fessional national debtor. It simply
urges that “contractual obligations,”
agrecments entered into in good falth
by contracting partles, shall be settied |
in the courts and not by force. The |
United States also urges, practically In |,
the form of & demand, that no force |
be ased until the creditor natlon pre-
gent proof that Its ¢lalm s just and
reaspnable and not padded by usurious
and fictitious claims, as has been too
often the case,

The American proposal provides for
an honest adjustment of claims be-
tween nations and for preventing In-
ternational blackmail, The proposi-
tion seems a long step in the right di-
rection, and neither the Latin-Amer):
can countries nor their foreign cred-
Itors can oppose It without suspieion
that they prefer to continue repndiat-
ing bhonest obligations on the one
hand, or exacting blackmall by force
on the other.

The esteemed Kearney Hub 1s la-
boring under a complete misapprehen-
slon as to the rallway nssessment in
Douglas county showing comparatively
little Increase over that of & year ago.
